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INTRODUCTION. 

The  first  Newcastle  Directory  was  compiled  and 
published  early  in  the  year  1778  by  William 
Whitehead,  "  musical  instrument  maker  and 
turner,"  whose  residence  and  place  of  business 
were  near  the  middle  of  High  Bridge.  Of 
Whitehead  the  following  brief  account  is  "given 
in  Sykes's  Local  Records  : 

[1792.]  December  24.  Died,  in  the  High  Bridge, 
Newcastle,  Mr.  William  Whitehead,  musical  instru- 
ment maker  and  turner.  In  1775,  Mr.  Whitehead 
invented  a  swell  for  the  pianoforte,  which  was  much 
approved  of  by  the  musical  people  in  Newcastle 
He  also,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Jameson,  engraver, 
published  "An  Explanation  of  the  Incorporated  Companies 
of  Newcastle,  1776."  Mr.  Whitehead  also  published 
"  The  Historian's  Pocket  Companion,  1777,"  and  a  "  New- 
castle Directory,"  which  last  was  continued  for  several 
years.  The  whole  of  these  are  now  very  scarce. 
Mr.  Whitehead  was  a  very  ingenious  and  eccentric 
man.  He  left  two  maiden  sisters  (both  since  dead) 
who  were  of  some  celebrity  for  a  peculiar  method  of 
dyeing  and  cleaning  silk. 

Whitehead  was  the  compiler  of  four  Directories 
of  Newcastle.      Of  the  first  of  these  the  present 


publication  is  a  reprint.  Of  the  original  edition  I 
have  never  seen  a  perfect  copy  except  that  from 
which  this  reprint  has  been  prepared. 

Whitehead's  second  Directory,  which  I  think  is 
much  the  scarcest,  bears  the  following  title  :

County  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne.  "  Following 
this,  a  list  of  "  Officers  of  the  Town  and  County 
of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  1782,"  fills  nearly  three 
pages.  Then  comes  an  "  Alphabetical  List  of  the 
People  in  Trade,  &c.,  in  Newcastle,"  which 
extends  from  page  5  to  page  47.  On  page  48  com- 
mences an  "  Alphabetical  List  of  the  People  in 
Trade,  &c.,  in  Gateshead,"  which  extends  to  page 
53.  Pages  54  and  55  are  occupied  with  additions 
and  errata.  Pages  56  and  57  contain  lists  of  the 
Halls  of  the  Incorporated  Companies,  the  Lodges 
of  Free  Masons,  and  the  Charity  Schools  of  New- 
castle. Page  58  contains  "  The  Rates  of 
Carriage,"  and  "  Regulations  of  the  Post,"  as 
on  page  57  of  the  Directory  for  1778.  Page  59  is 
occupied  with  a  statement  of  "  What  Inn-holders 
may  allow  Soldiers  quartered  on  them,  instead  of 
Meat,"  and  page  60  with  "  Rates  of  Subsistence 
to  be  paid  to  Inn-keepers,  &c.  for  Soldiers' 
Quarters." 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  pages  in  the  book 
are  the  6ist  and  62nd,  which  afford  reliable  in- 
formation of  the  facilities  for  travelling  afforded  by 
Newcastle  at  the  time  when  Whitehead's  second 
Directory  was  published.  The  reader  will  be  glad 
to  see  the  whole  of  these  pages  reprinted.

A  Diligence  sets  out  from  the  above  place  at  i  o'Clock 
in  the  morning  for  Edinburgh,  by  way  of  Wooler 
and  Kelso,  every  day  in  the  week  (Sundays  excepted) : 
Carries  three  passengers ;  each  passenger  to  pay 
from  Newcastle  to  Edinburgh  il.  14s. 

After  the  above  "  regulation  "  four  tables  follow, 
three  of  them  printed  on  two  folding  sheets.  The 
first  of  these  sheets  contains  two  "Tables  of 
Expenses  occurring  in  travelling  post  from  Edin- 
burgh to  London,"  and  is  of  such  interest  as  to 
justify  my  having  advised  the  publishers  of  the 
present  volume  to  reprint  it  in  fac-simile.  A  few 
words  of  explanation  are  perhaps  needed  to  render 
these  tables  intelligible  at  the  present  day.  The 
first  is  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  cost  of 
travelling  by  one-horse  post  chaise  from  Edmburgh 
to  London.  The  first  column  gives  the  names  of 
the,  posting  stations  ;  the   second  the   number  of 


nuleb  m  each  stage  ;  me  third,  the  chaise  hire  per 
stage,  and  the  fourth,  the  tolls.  The  fifth  column 
contains  the  totals  of  the  two  preceding  columns. 
Then  come  two  blank  columns,  in  the  first  of  which 
it  was  intended  that  the  traveller  should  enter  his 
"  personal  expenses,"  that  is,  his  inn  bills,  and  in 
the  second,  tlie  gratuities  given  to  hostlers  and 
drivers.  The  second  table  is  similar,  except  that 
it  is  calculated  for  a  traveller  who  hired  a  two- 
horse  chaise,  with  a  saddle-horse,  carrying  a 
postillion,  in  front.  Additional  columns  in  this 
table  give  the  amounts  of  "  saddle-horse  hire,"'  and 
"  saddle-horse  tolls." 

The  second  table  is  a  "  List  of  Carriers,"  similar 
to  the  one  in  the  Directory  for  1778.  The  third 
table  is  entitled  "  Regulation  of  the  different 
Coaches,  &c.,  that  set  out  from  Newcastle  for  North 
Shields."  From  this  we  learn  that  nine  coaches 
ran  to  Shields  every  day,  starting  from  The  Three 
Kings,  The  Rose,  The  Peacock,  and  the  Queen's 
Head,  all  inns  on  the  Quayside.  A  foot-note  tells 
us  that  "  in  Summer"  one  of  the  coaches  "  goes 
through  to  Tynemouth." 

A  fly-leaf  at  the  end  of  the  book  contains  an 
advertisement    of    the    many    avocations    of    its 


compiler,  which  it  may  be  considered  worth  while 
to  reproduce  :

Whitehead's  thiyd  Directory,  which  is  more 
frequently  met  with  than  any  of  the  others, 
bears  the  following  title  :

*  I  and  the  reader  are  indebted  to  Mr.  H.  B.  Watson,  of  Millfield 
House,  Newcastle,  who  kindly  entrusted  rae  with  the  only  copy  of 
Whitehead's  second  Directory  which  I  have  ever  seen. 


The  book  is  dedicated  "  to  the  Right  Worship- 
ful Francis  Johnson,  Esqr,  Mayor  of  the  Town 
and  County  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne."  A  brief 
Preface  informs  us  that  "  it  was  intended  to 
have  inserted  the  people  in  trade,  in  North  and 
South  Shields,"  but  the  project  was  abandoned 
when  it  was  found  that  "  the  size  of  the  Book 
would  on  that  account  be  greatly  increased  and 
consequently  augmented  its  price."  For  other 
reasons  "  the  table  calculated  by  Mr.  Thompson" 
(doubtless  the  "  teacher  of  Mathematics,  Sand- 
gate,"  mentioned  in  the  Directory  itself)  and  a 
'•Frontispiece"  were  also  omitted,  and  "in 
lieu  thereof,"  Whitehead  tells  us  he  "  has  at  a 
considerable  expense  and  trouble,  prefixt  an 
historical  account  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne." 

This  "  Historical  Account,"  which  fills  pages  5 
to  50,  is  chiefly  compiled  from  Bourne's  History 
of  Newcastle,  but  contains  a  few  notices  of  the 
state  of  the  town  in  Whitehead's  day,  which 
are  of  interest.  I  have  only  space  to  extract  his 
account  of  the  town's  markets  and  prisons. 

Markets, 
Which    are    held   Tuesdays   and    Saturdays,    but   the 
latter  is  by  far  the  greatest.      With   regard  to  the 
Flesh  market,  it  may  probably  vie  with  any  one  in 
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Great  Britain,  as  to  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  meat  exposed  there  for  sale  ■  the  town  being  very 
populous,  and  the  great  number  of  people  employed 
in  the  coal-works,  the  shipping  in  this  port,  and  the 
different  manufactories  in  the  neighbourhood  of  this 
town,  must  cause  a  considerable  consumption  of 
butcher  meat. — There  is  also  another  market,  called 
the  Butcher-bank,  where  meat  is  sold  every  day 
(Sundays  excepted)  and  of  late,  great  quantities  of 
beef,  in  the  fore  part  of  the  week,  are  sold  in  Sand- 
gate.  On  the  Sandhill  is  the  Fish-market  (as 
likewise  for  vegetables)  where  great  quantities  are 
brought  :  In  the  season,  many  vessels,  called  Five- 
men-boats,  bring  large  quantities  of  herrings,  cod, 
ling,  turbot,  scate,  &c.,  which  are  sold  on  the 
quay.  The  corporation,  in  1773.  granted  premiums 
for  the  largest  quantities  offish  brought  in  one  year  ; 
and  in  like  manner  for  potatoes. — 
Near  the  foot  of  Pilgrimstreet  is  the  Wheat-market, 
where  large  quantities  of  that  and  other  grain  are 
sold.  On  the  west  end  of  the  High-bridge  are  two 
markets  covered  in.  the  entrance  to  which  is  under 
piazzas,  to  which  (on  the  Saturdays)  great  quantities 
of  butter,  poultry  and  eggs  are  brought  for  sale. 
Above  Unionstreet  is  the  Oat-market,  where  a  great 
quantity  of  that  grain  is  sold.  There  are  two  other 
markets,  the  one  for  wool,  and  the  other  for  oatmeal, 
&c. 

PKaSONS. 

Newgate,  the  common  goal  for  debtors,  is  a  large  and 
strong  prison  ;  and  to  a  part  of  which  the  felons  are 
committed  for  trial  at  the  assizes,  which  are  held  for 
this  town,  and  county,  annually,  at,  or  about 
Lammas. 
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The  Closegate  is  a  prison  to  which  offenders  are 
committed  previous  to  their  examination  ,  and 
in  the  Manors  are  two,  where  offenders  are 
committed  for  trial  at  the  quarter-sessions ;  and 
one  of  them  is  called  the  house  of  correction,  where 
they  are  afterwards  punished  by  private  whipping 
and  hard  labour.

"  Officers  of  the  Corporation,"  Clergy,  Parish 
Clerks  and  Beadles  occupy  pages  53  to  56. 
Then  comes  the  "  Alphabetical  List  of  the  People 
in  Trade,  and  their  Residence  in  Newcastle, "which 
extends  to  page  89.  After  this  follows  a  "  List  of 
Inns  and  Public-houses,  in  Newcastle,"  which  fills 
rather  over  five  pages.  A  "  List  of  Constables  in 
Newcastle,  with  their  respective  Boundaries " 
carries  us  forward  to  page  loi.  Then  comes 
"  Regulation  of  the  General  Posts  at  Newcastle," 
similar  in  all  respects  to  that  given  in  the  Directory 
for   1778.     Next  we  have  the  following:

A  Diligence  sets  out  every  morning  at  four  o'clock 
from  the  above  Inn  for  Leeds. 

The  Royal  Charlotte,  London,  Newcastle  and  Edin- 
burgh. New  Light  Post  Coach  (with  a  .guard  in  the 
night)  sets  out  from  Mr  Brodies,  the  Turk's  head 
Inn,  Biggmarket,  every  evening  at  twelve  o'clock. 

The  Newcastle  and  York  Diligence,  sets  out  from  Mr 
Dowell's,  the  crown  and  thistle  Inn,  Groatmarket, 
every  morning  at  three  o'clock,  (Sundays  excepted). 

Coalition  Light  Coach,  sets  out  from  Mr  Turner's, 
Queen's-head  Inn,  Pilgrimstreet,  every  morning  at 
three  o'clock. 

The  Old  Leeds  Diligence,  from  the  above  Inn,  every 
evening  at  six  o'clock. 

The  Edinburgh  Diligence  from  the  above  Inn,  every 
morning  at  six  o'clock. 

After  a  brief  account  of  "  Shields  Coaches  " 
comes  the  "  Alphabetical  List  o!  the  People  in 
Trade,  &c.  in  Gateshead,"  which  occupies  little 
more  than  five  pages.  Alterations  and  corrections 
on  page  io8  bring  the  little  volume  to  its  finis. 
The  List  of  Carriers,  a  folding  sheet  at  the  end, 
is  similar  to  that  in  the  Directory  for  1778. 
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Whitehead's /oMy/Zj  and  last  Directory  bears  the 
following  title  :

A    brief    preface     occupies     the     third     page. 
Pages  4  to  6  contain  a  list   of  the  officers  of  the 
Corporation,    and    page    7    a    list   of  the  clergy, 
parish    clerks    and    beadles.      An    "  Alphabetical 
List  of  the  People  in  Trade,  and  their  Residence  in 
Newcastle,  1790,"  occupies  pages  8  to  48.     Then 
on    pages   49    to    55    comes    a   list   of   "  Taverns, 
Coffee-Houses,  and  Public-Houses  in  Newcastle, 
1790."       There   were    nine   taverns,    five    coffee- 
houses, and  one  hundred  and  eighty  three  public- 
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houses.  This  Directory  for  1790  is  the  only  one, 
except  the  first,  in  which  the  names  are  classed 
under  their  respective  trades.  This  department 
of  the  book,  which  is  headed  "  Alphabetical 
List  of  the  several  Occupations,  &c.  of  the  People 
in  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  1790,"  extends  from 
page  56  to  page  108.  The  only  trades  or  pro- 
fessions which  are  not  represented  in  the  Directory 
for  1778  are  Architects  (2),  Basket  Makers  (i), 
Bleachers  (lo).  Counsellors  at  Law  (4),  Crane 
Masters  (i),  Drysalters  (2),  Engine  Makers  (i), 
Fencing  Teachers  (i),  French  Teachers  (2),  Gun 
and  Pistol  Makers  (2),  Haberdashers  (13),  Hat 
Manufacturers  (2),  Iron  and  Brass  Foundries  (3), 
Mantua  Makers  (12),  Merchants  (58),  Nail  Manu- 
facturers (2),  Oil  and  Colour  Warehouse  (i),  Oil 
and  Steel  Manufacturers  (i),  Organ  Makers  (i), 
Pawn  Brokers  (3),  Plane  Makers  (2),  Portrait

Pages  109  to  lib  are  devoted  to  "Gateshead, 
in  the  County  of  Durham,"  and  an  "  Alphabetical 
List  of  People  in  Trade  and  their  Residence  "  in 
that  town.  A  tide-table  and  a  table  of  the  days  of 
the  week  and  month  fill  pages  117  to  122.  Altera- 
tions, names  omitted  and  removals  occupy  pages 
123 — 4.  An  •'  Alphabetical  Index  "  extends  from 
page  125  to  the  end  of  the  book  (p.  130.) 
Lastly  comes  an  advertisement  of  Whitehead's 
multifarious  avocations  on  the  fly-leaf. 

All  Whitehead's  Directories  are  printed  in 
imperial  321110.  The  pages  usually  measure  about 
5i2  by  3-J^  inches.  On  the  title  page  of  the  first  and 
third  (1778  and  1787)  a  wood-cut  is  employed 
which  William  Garret  mentions  in  the  following 
words:  "This  [Directory  for  177S]  contains  on  the 
title  the  first  block  Tommy  Bewick  engraved  of 
the  Newcastle  Anus  with  St.  Nicholas'  Church  in 
the  distance.  There  are  several  cuts,  all  very  near 
alike,  but  the  learned  in  such  matters  know  the 
difference  "   (Hugo's  Bewick  Collector,  p.  7).

The  only  Newcastle  Directory,  besides  White- 
head's, published  in  last  century,  was  one  compiled 
by  William  Hilton  "  and  assistants,"  and  printed 
in  1795.  Of  Hilton  I  copy  the  following  account 
from  Mr.  Longstaffe's  History  of  Darlington 
(p.  xxxviii)  : 


This  clergyman  [the  Rev.  Robert  Hilton;  had  a 
cousin  William  (son  of  Launcelot,  the  good  attorney 
of  Stockton),  known  as  '  Hilton  the  Poet,'  a 
native  of  Stockton  and  a  mercer  of  Gateshead.  He 
lived  and  had  a  shop  on  Old  Tyne  bridge,  which 
was  swept  away  by  the  great  flood  in  1771  ;  and 
was  one  of  the  trustees  under  the  act  for  building  a 
temporary  bridge  and  completing  a  new  one.  He 
was  in  the  habit  of  giving  copies  of  a  long  letter 
of  the  best  advice  to  his  apprentices  in  the  cloth 
trade,  in  which  he  praises  the  church  of  England, 
notwithstanding  its  defects ;  and  attributes  the 
frequent  bankruptcies  to  the  high  living  of  the 
period.  Poor  fellow  !  in  1772  he  (with  his  partner 
and  relation  Wm.  Raisbeck  of  the  Stockton  family) 
was  bankrupt  himself,  doubtless  from  the  effects 
of  the  flood.  In  1775  and  1776,  '  from  motives  of 
real  exigency,'  he  published  his  poems  at  Newcastle, 
in  two  volumes,  consisting  of  tragedies  and  minor 
effusions,  which  if  not  entitled  to  high  praise  as 
poetry,  are  full  of  character  and  feeling.  He  calls 
them  '  a  sort  of  collective  salvage  narrowly  saved 
from  an  unavoidable  wreck  in  fortune,  and  ever 
since  carefully  preserved  through  a  long  disagreeable 
series  of  unmerited  persecution.'  His  talents, 
integrity,  and  manly  resignation  to  accumulated 
misfortunes  won  him  a  good  subscription  list,  but  to 
the  disgrace  of  his  numerous  and  wealthy  relations, 
his  cousin  the  clergyman  (six  copies)  is  the  only 
individual  of  the  blood  of  Hylton  that  occurs.  From 
1781  to  17S7  he  was  riding  officer  in  the  Sunderland 
customs,  and  in  the  former  year,  being  then  resident 
at   Whitburn,   he   wrote   memoirs  of  the  life    and 


writings  of  his  '  dear  bosom  friend,'  John  Spencer, 
gent.  :  a  bard  of  Newcastle,  whose  poem  '  Hermas, 
or  the  Arcadian  Shepherds.'  he  had  pubhshed  in  two 
vols.  He  died  in  1798  at  Gateshead.  Of  his 
brother,  Captain  Robert  Hilton,  who,  he  says,  was 
'crossed  in  youth,  when  coming  fortune  smiled,  and 
to  his  latest  hour  with  fJattering  hopes  beguiled,'  I 
only  know  so  much  that  in  1753  he  paid  George 
Bowes,  of  Gibside,  350?.  to  be  handed  to  Major 
Clayton,  of  Carlisle,  on  his  procuring  him  the  com- 
mission of  Town  Major  of  that  cit)'  in  exchange  for 
his  half-pav  as  Lieutenant  of  foot.  Richard  Hilton, 
the  poet's  son,  was  a  sailor,  and  was  drowned,  and 
the  male  blood  of  these  Hyltons  seems  extinct."
